COUNCIL REFUSES TO OPPOSE HIGHER 
GAS RATES WITH 9 TO 8 VOTE 


A resolution whereby the W arren 
borough council would file a com­ 
plaint with the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission protesting the Pennsylvania 
Gas Company’s proposed rate in­ 
crease was turned into a football 
by the town fathers, booted around 
gently, and defeated by a vote of 
nine to eight after its supporters 
failed to give any positive answers. 


The action took place in the coun­ 
cil chambers at the November meet­ 
ing Monday night. 


Somewhat reluctantly, public ser­ 
vice committee chairman W. E, 
M iller expressed the majority feel­ 
ing of his committee and presented] 
the resolution. Upon its defeat a 
second resolution to give financial 
support to Erie in its gas rate battle 
was automatically dropped. 


Mr. M iller pointed out that he 
and his committeemen — Council­ 
men Hetem and Juliano — had 
met with Donald Conaway, presi­ 
dent of the Pennsylvania Gas Com­ 
pany in W arren, and received the 
list of proposed increases. In giv­ 
ing an example, Mr. M iller stated 
that at the present time Pennsyl­ 
vania’s rate for the first 1000 cubic 
feet is $2.00 compared to $3.00 for 
M anufacturers Light and Heat Com­ 
pany for heating purposes. Penn­ 
sylvania’s 
proposed 
increase is 
$3.25. The chairman also said that 
at the 5000-6000 stage the proposed 
increase is lower than Manufactur­ 
ers. 


In regard to the ambulance situa­ 
tion chairman M iller remarked he 
was pleased over the people who 
had called and written his committee 
on the issue and informed council 
a temporary resolution had been 
drawn up and will be presented at 
the next session. Councilman Glen 
Patchen injected he had received 
many favorable comments on the 
present service. 


The 
public 
safety 
committee, 
headed by Councilman Patchen, pre­ 
sented several ordinances and mo­ 
tions. Each passed unanimously. 


Members Hetem and Juliano had 
also visited Erie where they were 
asked by Solicitor Weber to join 
in the protest. 


A series of questions was brought 
forth by the city fathers, but that 
was as far as most went. President 
Leon Laskaris asked if any com­ 
plaints had been registered with 
the councilmen. Representatives of 
the Fourth Ward, Ninth Ward and 
South Side stated that a few were 
received.

New School On Swick 
Site Is Recommended 


The Warren Area Joint School 
committee Monday night approved 
resolution which recommends that 
the Warren Area Joint School Board 
at its annual meeting in December 
approve the construction of a new 
high school on the Swick site. The 
board meets December IO. 
The committee also voted to em- 
Dloy the architect firm of Meyer, 
(rider* Werle, and Ellenberger, of 
Srie, subject to agreement on con­ 
tract terms. 
The two recommendations were 
Droposed by the special committee 
which was appointed a month ago, 
to come up with ” a new slant” . 
Chairman Ernest M iller reported 
that it had held six meetings, made 
one extensive field trip, and had 
given extensive study to the reports 
of a site committee which had studied 
that subject for many months. 
He said the committee believed a 
school should be built that will be 
functional for fifty years, be of the 
most advanced design, and be con­ 
structed so as to allow for change. 
should have adequate playing and 
parking areas, and the surrounding 
area should enhance it. The site 
should not be suitable for industry. 
The committee also urged prompt 
action to assure the maximum of 
benefits. 


The votes on me two motions 
were overwhelming majorities. In 
the case of the new school and Swick 
site proposal the vote was twelve to 
two. Those opposing were Melvin 
Ceiler of Warren and Lee Schaeffer 
of Pleasant twp. 
Voting in favor were John Miley, 
Ernest 
M iller, 
Harry Chinberg, 
Harris Johnson, Frank Colosimo, 
Norman Grosch, Mrs. June Mickel- 
son, W a l l a c e Cowden, Charles 
Frantz, 
Russell 
Hanson, 
Myron 
ewell, and Dr. Arthur O’Connor. 
In the vote on the employment 
of architects the only opposing mem­ 
ber was M r. Keller. 


Previous to tne vote, M r. Schaef­ 
fer argued against the Swick site 
on the basis of entrance difficulty. 
He found no support. 
Before the committee made its 
proposal, Bud Owens addressed the 
board with an appeal favoring the 
Glade-Frank site which he said was 
adequate. He contradicted the pre­ 
vious site committee and the archi­ 
tects by saying that it would not 
require the purchase of many sur­ 
rounding properties. He claimed 
there would be enough space for a 
school if only three properties were 
purchased. 
He said the extra costs on the 


Swick site would be at least $100, 
OOO. 
He said he represented only 
seven or eight people, and that he 
realized the committee no doubt 
already had reached a conclusion. 
Virginia Scholes said she won­ 
dered where these seven or eight 
people had been all these months 
when many groups and the board 
were studying sites and the school 
problem. 
She said it seemed a 
little late to be presenting already 
known information when the com­ 
mittee was about to vote on the 
conclusions of its study. 
Mr. 
Keller who obviously was 
most opposed to the actions being 
taken, mentioned the high cost of 
education, and intimated some doubt 
about the number of people rep­ 
resented by the committee on a new 
school. He attempted to stall action 
on the proceedings, suggesting the 
committee wait until November 19 to 
hear three architect firms spend a 
half hour each discussing their abili­ 
ties. 


Mr. Cowden said he was not in­ 
terested in listening to a half hour 
sales talk and that he wouldn’t attend 
such a meeting. Mr. M iller said 
the two firms who had submitted 
written reports knew the score and 
that he didn’t think three other firms 
could catch up in one-half hour. 
* 


The special committee, consisting 
of Messrs. M iller, Cowden, Jewell, 
Chinberg, and Frantz was discharg­ 
ed. 


The board also discussed using the 
five rooms on the third floor of the 
high school until a new school is 
built. Action awaits costs of a fire 
escape and approval of state safety 
officials.

BOY HUNTERS NEED GUIDANCE 
It is disquieting to note that early 
in the 1656 game season an unusually 
high 
percentage 
of 
gun-hunter 
casualties were boys. A few of them 
were fatalities. 
Apparently, some youngsters are 
hunting alone or with other boys. 
The law requires they be accom­ 
panied by an adult while hunting, 
for the boys’ safety and that of 
others. 
The incidence of . if-shooting 
among teen-age hunters this fall 
again indicates that those involved 
had not been schooled in the opera­ 
tions of their firearm and in safe 
gun handling, so probably did not 
realise the potentials of the instru­ 
ment they used. 
However, the young hunters are 
not the only victims of preventable 
"accidents” due to misdirected gun­ 
fire. Other persons are sometimes 
the victims of quick or anxious 
shooting when youths are not taught 
the responsibilities of a shooter 
and the necessity of controlling 
the urge to fire until certain their 
intended target is legal game. 
Before season sportsmen, gun 
clubs and public schools have com­ 
mendably assumed the task of teach­ 
ing youngsters safe gun handling and 
stressing dangerous hunting meth­ 
ods. But the lack of firm parental 
control of youngsters with guns has 
allowed many human shootings, in 
season and out. Under proper super­ 
vision the boy need not be denied 
the pleasures and benefits of hunt­ 
ing. Dad, uncle or older brother 
can take the boy along on trips 
afield in season. A man may have 
less hunting success in company 
with an obstreperous boy, but 'he 
will learn that teaching the lad 
safe and courteous hunting methods 
pay real, satisfying dividends. 
Pennsylvania keeps a count of 
persons injured or killed by gun 
or bow in the hands of persons 
hunting any kind of wildlife any 
time in the year. The human cas­ 
ualty count going into the current 
hunting season was exceptionally 
low. It Is the aim of the Game 
Commission and all safety-mind­ 
ed groups and individuals to keep 
the 1956 total as far under that of 
any recent year as possible. Com­ 
mon sense, emotional control by 
all hunters, and control too of eager, 
inexperienced young gunners will 
prevent many a sad incident.

person to smoke or burn. out any 
wild animal, from its den or place 
of refuge. 
The Pennsylvania Game Law car­ 
ries this provision partially for 
human safety, partially to encour­ 
age good sportsmanship. 
When a hunter leaves a hollow 
tree stub or log burning he opens 
the way, also, for one or two un­ 
desirable consequences. Woodland 
or field fires are sometimes start­ 
ed by the inconsiderate act. In 
self-protection, then, the landowner 
sometimes closes his property to 
all hunting.

WINTER GAME FOODS 
On hunting trips this fall, mem­ 


bers of sportsmen’s clubs have 
observed that winter game foods 
are not plentiful in some sections. 
It has been reported that a number 
of these organizations are pres­ 
ently contracting to buy strips of 
standing corn close to cover. Many 
of them are planning winter feed­ 
ing forays in wild turkey country. 


When clubs and individuals buy 
corn, on the stalk or from the crib, 
from farm er friends the people on, 
the land learn that sportsmen tire 
willing to protect and care for the 
game in winter as well as bag it in 
season. 
Such purchases of winter game 
food have also encouraged many 


farm ers to provide additional food 
and cover for wildlife as another 
crop on their property.

And all I’ve got to say is, with that 
kind of m aterial, it’s a good thing 
Webster never had to do four shows 
a night at the Kenosha KayudleClub. 
After one performance, he’d have 
been thrown out in the street with 
all his infinitives split. 
The fact is that no two people 
agree 
on what humor is. What’s 
funny to me may not be funny to 
my wife. Come to think of it, you 
can write that down as a law. And 
it’s not that Alice and I don't see 
eye to eye on most subjects. It’s 
ust that her laugh track is not 
attuned to MY wave length. Things 
that amuse me leave her as cold 
a s 
a 
h e a d w a i t e r ’ s 
s t a r e . 
F ’rinstance, just the other day Alice 
and I walked into a bakery, and for 
a minute or so no one was there to 
wait on us; then the sales girl 
came out of the back room, looked 
at us 
and 
said: 
“ Are you two 
together?” 
“ Y es,” I said to the girl, "for 
the time being we’re together, but 
you never know what tomorrow will 
bring.” 
Now, I 
thought it was kind of 
cute the way I got that off, but do 
you think that Alice would crack a 
smile? Heck, no. 
Actually, the way people react 
to humor can be compared to how 
people react to paintings. It de­ 
pends 
pretty much on what they 
bring to it. I’ve entertained at places 
where people brought nothing to 
the performance except their knit­ 
ting. By the same token, I’ve also 
appeared 
at 
places 
where 
the 
audience was so keyed up that they 
laughed almost before I could begin 
talking. Once, in a small town in 
northern Illinois, I had such an 
enthusiastic audience that it was 
an hour before I could start my act. 
Once I got into my routines, though, 
they got out their darning needles 
and quieted down. 
But I digress. 
The question that 
faces us is: 
what are the main 
ingredients that make up the big 
chocolate cake of humor? 
Well, 
sir — first and foremost, you need 
a sly observation on the foibles of 
man. Next, you set this observation 
against the meaning of life. Then 
you set both of these observations 
against a third observation on the 
pettiness of woman. 
All you need 
now is a joke. In fact, if you’ve got 
a good joke, you don’t hardly need 
any of the observations. 
Of course, even when you have a 
good joke you can’t always use it. 
Especially on television. And the 
reason is 
that you might offend 
some person or group. That’s one 
of the big preblems of our time: 
controversial humor. Take politics, 
f'rinstance. If you kid the Republi­ 
cans, you're going to make enemies 
of the Democrats.

the Democrats, you’re going to make 
vice-versa of the Republicans. You 
may not believe this, but I recently 
got a letter of protest for making a 
joke about the Greenback Party.

boxes turn themselves inside out, 
and automobile salesmen just talk 
naturally. 
Television 
has 
also 
brought back such humorous giants 
of the past as Popeye the Sailor, 
Betty Boop and Harry Owens. 
And so it is that we’ve come full 
circle in our humor seminar. Again 
we pose the question: 
What is 
humor? 
Well, sir, when you boil 
it all down - - from the point of 
view of the comedian in front of an 
audience — this is what humor 
REALLY is: 
it’s all them people 
out there laughing at you.

alls for disorders bf the feet. 
The Commission adopted an initial 
decision by Hearing Exam iner Frank 
Hier approving an order agreed to 
by the company and the Com m is­ 
sion’s Bureau of Litigation. 
According to the Commission’s 
complaint, issued June 7, the shoes 
have been described, for example, 
as 
“ orthopedics” 
and "c o rre c ­ 
tors,” terms which cannot properly 
be applied to any stock shoe. The 
complaint alleged that such terms 
imply that these shoes are espe­ 
cially 
designed 
to 
correct foot 
trouble, when, in fact, an ortho­ 
pedic physician ordinarily must de­ 
termine what type shoe, if any, fits 
the needs of individual cases. 
The company agreed to the order 
for settlement purposes only and 
does not admit that it has violated 
the law.

NOT N EW O IL 
The Federal Trade Commission 
has 
ordered High Penn O il Co., 
Inc., High 
Point, N. C .t to stop 
representing that the used oil it 
sells is new. 
The Commission adopted as its 
own an order against the company 
issued by a Commission hearing 
examiner Ju ly 31. 
In his initial decision, the ex­ 
aminer, Abner E 
Lipscomb, found 
that the company collects used oil 
from garages, service stations, and 
sim ilar 
sources 
and, 
after 
re ­ 
processing, markets it in new oil 
containers without any disclosure 
that the product is used. 
The examiner ruled that there is 
a general public preference for new 
oil and a belief that oil offered for 
sale in containers of a certain gen­ 
eral size and appearance is new 
The Commission’s order specifi­ 
cally prohibits the company from 
representing that oil composed in 
whole or in part of used, reclaimed 
oil is new or unused oil or refined
